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This is a decision on the renewed petition under 37 CFR 
1.137(a), filed May 16, 2005, to revive the above-identified 
application . 

The petition is GRANTED. 

The application became abandoned April 25, 2004 for failure to 
timely submit the issue fee as required by the Restriction 
Requirement mailed March 24, 2004.

See, MPEP 711.03(c) as 
relates to abandonment attributed to change of correspondence 
address. Accordingly, the failure to timely submit a proper 
reply to the Office communication is accepted as having been 
unavoidably delayed.
